BrusseLs, March 9 —The Belgian govern- 
ment has appointed three persons to consult 
with the municipality of Sedan in regard to 
measures for the disinfection of the neighbor- 
ing battlefields, and removing the carcasses 
of horses from the Meuse, to prevent ‘an epie 
demic, when the river becomes low.

SUMNER. 

WaSHINGTON, March 9.—The most impor- 
tant political event of the day has been the 
action of the Republican Senatorial caucus in 
ratifying, by a vote of 26 to 21, the report of 
its committee for the displacement of Senator 
Sumner from the chairmansnip of tne Foreign 
Relations Committee of the Senate, and the 
nomination of Senator Cameron for the va- 
cancy thus created. The fact that this com- 
mittee had agreed to stich a change was tele- 
gmapLed last night, but few beheved that a 
majority of Republican Senators could be ob- 
tamed to carry out thé programme. But 
neither officials nor the public were aware o! 
the strong and secret influences which were 
at work on the part of the Administration to 
bring it about. These had the suppert of the 
President and two active members of the 
Cabiret, it was therefore a much 
casier matter to push the change 
than it was sapposed when the caucus for 
a similar purpose was beld. When the caucus 
couvened to-day the committee which had 
been appointed for that purpose reported 
their arrangement of the standing commit- 
tees. When Mr. Sumner heard his name 
dropped from the chairmanship of a com- 
mittee which he had occupied for nearly ten 
years, he took his hat and left the caucus and 
did not return till late. A stormy discassion 
atouce arose Which lasted till noon, when a 
vote Was taken, when the debate was 
sumed and lasted till 380p.m, when the 
vole took place as above stated, Senators 
Sherman and Morrill, of Vermont, the minor- 
ity of the committee, deprecated the proposed 
change and warmly opposed it, believing 
that Mr. Sumner had done nothing 
tog merit this removal from a 
pusitiou be had held so -long with so much 
credit to the Senate and the cyvuntry. Mesers. 
liuweand Nye, of the committee, replied to 
this, aud said that the interests of the Admin- 
istration damanded a change; that.dlr. Sum.

Republican Senator, and ‘it Was generally ud- 
derstood bad a speech prepared 
in which he intended to agaiu 
arraign it. It was manifest they 
maibtained that this state of allairs could not 
last much longer, and that it was far better to 
reairapge the committees at the commeuce- 
ment of a new session of Corgress. Seuator 
Schurz made a brief but eloquent appeal to 
the caucus not to take this step. He did not 
think the Republican party could afford to 
make the change. As a member of the old 
Commitsee on Foreign Relations, he did not 
ece that there was apy practical business 
conflict between itand the Administration. 
lt was Mr. Sumoer’s right, ne maintained, 
to decide for kimself, but it did not 
necessarily commit the entire committee. 
He stated that it was trequeptly the case that 
the chaliiman of a committee was found in a 
MVR ELT wid Opiag ue, FCMiwu, Tiull- 
bull, Patterson : and Buckingham took a sim- 
ilar view, and opposed any step that would 
tend to dry up the Republican party. Sena- 
tor Wilson made a s>cech condemnatory of 
the whole proceeding. and exhibited much 
fecling ut the course pursued Wowasus pic cob 
league. He looked upon such acourse as 
this as calculated to injure the Republican 
party aud give ald aud comfort to its polit- 
ical enemies.

‘The 
whole forest of Yrame work Over the east 
abuiment pier of the bridge was jwisted up 
likeabuueb of reeds in the fiogers of the 
storm, and crashed down ina pile of chaotic 
ruin. Railway carsanud engines’were dushed 
down On their sides or whirled off the tracks 
as if they were papér boxes. le trees 
were eilber struck ta the earth, as if the 
trunks had been severed byra cannon shot, or

PROGRESS OF THE STORM. 

The torrado did not last wore thau three 
minutes.

{iinois shore first at the elevator, pissed 
along the river bank, inclining eastward and 
terminating at the track of tne Toledo, Wa 
bash and Western railroad, nearly at the head 
of Bloody Leland, and at this point about eigat 
huudred yards from the river. Its speed is 
estimated at between sixty and seventy miles 
an honr, acd its strength was almost irresisti- 
ble where any flat surface was exposed. What

THE WRECK AT THE EAST ABO IMENT, 

One of the most extraordinary results of 
the storm was shown at the east abutment 
pier. At the time of the outburst about 
twenty twe men were at work in the air- 
chamber, and over one hundred others were 
dispersed about the works, some on the ma- 
senry and some aloft in the purchase boxes 
and otker peints. Tha beavy rain which pre- 
ceded the tornado had driven ‘some of the 
men to shelter, but still very nearly the 
regular number were at work as usual, 
Nearly every citizen is familiar with the ap- 
pearance of the site of the pier, as the 
work of laying the caisson progresses. The 
frame work of the derricks with tne wire ways 
of the “‘travelers,”” and other beams crossing 
and recrosejug each other, make a perfect 
forest over the pier which 1s of the strongest 
character, The timbers employed are all of 
massive size aud the fastenings are of iron. 
High upow the southeast corner of this maze 
of tymbers is the aerial rest which Supt. 
McComas calis bis office. This was the scene 
where it seems the very heart ofthe tem- 
pest struck. The crossing timbers 
formed a sort of lattice work, but the 
tornado was too compact for it to resist. It 
struck the frame-work like a rushicg sea, 
There was a moment of dreadful creaking— 
a shivering, as if a farious spirit was assailing 
tae whole—the workmen looked up aghast; 
bardly a moment was there for a man to 
charge his place before the dreadful down- 
fall came. The whole frame-work not se 
much gaye way as was gathered up and piled 
like a lot of dry twigs into a chaotic heap, 
and dashed down and stamped upon by the 
storm, the great mass inclinivg®uto a north- 
eustwardly direction, © 

The noise at first was positively deafening, 
and men were bewildered and hardly knew 
what had happened But the storm passed 
as swiftly as it came, and then came the terri- 
ble realization of the calamity. Cries of 
wounded men came from the awful wreck 
pleadirg for assistance. 

Superintendent McComas, who escaped un- 
hurt, although his office was badly rocked 
and strained, quickly recovered himself, and, 
calling bis men together, all that were able to 
go to work directed their untted energies to 
the business of extricatiag the wounded.

The Contract Ciosed. 

We learn on satisfactory autbority that 
the report is correct that the executive 
committee of the Board of Directors of 
the Cumberland and Ohio Railroad Com- 
papy, at a meeting called at Louisville 
for March ist, negotiated terms of con- 
tract for the construction of the ngpd-bed 
of the proposed line from its intersec- 
tion with the Short-line west of the Ken- 
tucky river, and in Henry county, via Em- 
inence, Shelbyville, Lebanon, and Greens- 
burg, in the direction of Lebanon, Ten- 
nessee, and to the Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky line. Sealed bids were laid in by 
three different companies of contractors— 
one from Canada, one from Iowa, and one 
from Kentucky. On a careful and thor- 
ough comparison, the bid of the Ken- 
tucky company was found to be the low- 
est in the aggregate, and the preference 
was awarded it. President Z. F. 
Smit signed the contract with this com- 
pany, therefore, on the 3d, subject, how- 
ever, to ratification by the Board of 
Directors. 

The contractors take in pay one-third 
the cost of construction in county bonds, 
at eighty per cent. of par,and two-thirds 
cash, besides subscribing for $300,000 of 
the stock of thecompany. The cheapness 
of the route developed is the prominent 
feature of the enterprise. The cost of the 
road—ironed, completed and equipped— 
from its North terminal point to the Ten- 
nessee line will not exceed $26,000 per 
mile, at the contract prices, and the Engi- 
neer’s estimates for the rest of the work 
and materials. Work isto be begun, as 
soon as the company can get ready, be- 
tween Eminence and Greensburg, and 
north of Eminence and south of Grecnos- 
burg at the company’s option and order.

He is himself, a curious, an exceptional 
solitaire. Without the dash or eloquence 
of WENDELL PaHILures, and without the 
ingenuous charity or the robust ability of 
Horace GREELEY, he has contrived to 
distance both in place-holding by a species 
ot ineffable audacity which ‘may pass tor 
statesmanship in Massachusetts, but is 
regarded everywhere else as charlatanism.

Judge DouGLas»was never reduced to 
that. There was no iime during all his 
troubles with Mr. BucHanan that he did 
not have a party at his back. He was 
generally respected and often esteemed by 
his political enemies, There was persua- 
siveness in his speech and conciliation in 
his bearing; and, without being a hand- 
some or graceful man, having, indeed, an 
ill-figure and ungainly porte, he left an 
agreeable impression in all his private in- 
tercourse and public appearances. He 
possessed little rhetorical skill and none of 
that kind of culture which ornaments a 
literary discourse. But his mind was 
quick and illustrative; his. utterance was 
free and clear; and his words flowed copi- 
ously. No debater of his day was a match 
for him. He had a sweetness ot disposi- 
tion which was proof against unseemly and 
irrational ebulitions of temper, and pre- 
served the coolness of his head through 
the exceeding geniality of his heart. In- 
deed, for all his excesses, his 
lack of thrift, bis love longe 
company, he was a politician 
of extraordinary abilities and a patriot 
of undoubted genuineness. If he 
had been kept back, instead of having 
himeelt set back; it he could have come 
op ten years later than he did, having, by 
temperance aud by study, laid the founda- 
tions of legal knowledge and vigorous 
health of body and mind, he would have 
proved second to no statesman of the 
middie periud of the Republic. He was 
beginning to have clear conceptions, and 
with them, sound convictions, when he 
died; and it was the force of these, working 
upon a frame broken and diseased wwhich 
caused a hopolossnese of opisit JusTug wie 
last weeks of his lite, and more than any 
other cause hastened his death. A man 
who gave so much and felt so much, a 
man so ready and powerful, is never to 
be despised, and the Buchanan adminis- 
tration made an egregious blunder when it 
permitted a bit of private pique to develop 
into a spit. 

General GRANT need entertain no such 

apprehensions of Mr. Sumner. He may 
kick the Massachusetts Senator as much 
as he pleases, and the more he kicks him 
the better it will be for himself and his 
hopes. He must disgrace him. He must 
insist not only on hw going down from 
head, but on his going out of the party 
altogether; and, if he will carry the 
war thus into Africa, he will soon fiud 
that his adversary is a mere man ot straw, 
a buge but harmless scarecrow. It may 
be dog eat dog fora time. But the Presi- 
dent is much the bigger dog of the two, 
and there will be a good deal left of him 
after SuMNER has been demolished. What 
there is le(t we promise to administer on, 
so that he need take no heed of that 
point. 
As to the Senator and his friends, they 
deceive themselves. CHARLES SUMNER is 
nota giant, little or big; but a bungling 
actor, who owes his place in the profession 
to chance, wearing a lion’s skin it is true, 
but not possessing courage enough to 
play the lion’s part, or skill enough to hide 
the face of “Snvue thejoiner.”

German Immigration. 

Now that the Franco-Prussian war has 
come to an end it is interesting to consider 
the effects which the recent strug- 
gle will have on the German 
immigration to this country. We 
hear from mapy= parts the opinion that 
the immense influx of Germans which has 
visited us for many years 1s to be visibly 
lessened by the present war. This is not 
our opinion, although we admit that the 
number of German immigrants for the cur, 
rent year may fall a little below the aver. 
age. But 1872 and the succeeding years 
will bring us probably an influx of Ger- 
mans that will surpass by far that of any 
preceding years. 

The reasons we have for entertaining 
such a view are of a manifeld character. 
In the first place Germany is inhabited by 
a dense population, and contains more 
people than it can reasonably be expected 
to support. This population has steadily 
increased in a most marvelous manner, in 
spite of many unfavorable circumstances, 
and of the enormous emigration which 
carried away hundreds of thousands from 


the energy and pluck of our country neigh- 
bors.

weak, there are many reasons which induce 
us to believe in an increase. Those that 
s uppose that the new political reorganiza- 
tion of Germany will meet with general 
approval at the hands of its inhabitants, 
are vastly mistaken. Although the wish 
for a change has been alive in the hearts 
ot the Germans for many years past, the 

material change in all political affairs that 

bas just taken place in their country will 

create a great deal of dusatistaction. No 

nationality sticks more stubbornly to oid 

customs and institutions than the Ger- 

map, and they cling to them with a sort 

of affection, even if they are unjust and op- 
pressive. We can see it in the manner in 

which the course of Prussia in 1866 was 
looked upon. For more than half a 
century the Germans had bewailed, 

through their orators, poets and writers, * 
the division of their common country into 
many petty States, and when 
they at last, by Prussia’s yictory, 
got rid of some of their petty despots, the 
inhabitants of the respective States be- 
wailed this as a great calamity, al- 
though the change they made gave them 
in reality a freer and more equitable gov- 
ernment than they had before. The Han- 
overians manifested their indignation at 
the robbery perpetrated on King GrorcE 
on every possible occasion, and even to- 

day a great part of the radical Hanove- 
rians look upor the defeat of France not 
as on a victory of their common country, 
but-as on. the final ruin of all their Lupes 
of a restoration of good King GEoRGE 
who tvfannized it hornblv over them while 
e was 6 country. This total de. 
struction of all their hopes will induce a 
great many, who had still imagined the re- 
turn of King GEORGE possible, to emi- 
grate. 

The South German States—Bavaria and 
Wurtemberg—will be affected 1m a similar 
manner. Prussia was never popular in 
those countries, and it took all the hatred 
which every*German feels against the 
French to induce them to join Prussia in 
the late war. The union of all German 
States into an Empire under the leadership 
of Prussia is. very uppopular among a 
large part of theirinbabitants. The gen. 
eral © conscription, although generally 
admitte@ to be very effective, will rest 
heavily on populations not accustomed to 
it,and will induce a great mapy young 
men to emigrate. 

But.by far the greatest reason for an 
increase of the emigration trom Germany 
must be found in the change of fortune 
brought about in German families by the 
war. Salaries, profits and other édurces 
ot income are adapted in Europe so close- 
ly to the requirements of life that an 
interruption and 8tagaation of business or 
employment must inflict great losses on 
the poorer classes of the people, and 
rather than live jn reduced circumstances 
n their old homes, the Germans will 
always emigrate, for social] lite is regulated 
there in such a manner that a decrease in 
wealth, however small, will exclude a 
person from his accustomed circles of 
Society. 

Although the Germans of Austria are 
not affected by the above-named causes, 
emigration will there receive a stimulus 
frum ibe Chauge in the administration that 
has just been effected there. The helm of 
state bas been taken out of the hands of 
the liberal German miuistry and confided 
toa clerical and Slavonic cabinet. We may 
expect a radical change tor the worse in 
the political tendencies of the Austrian 
government which will create much dis- 
satisfaction among the Germans of Austria, 
particularly as a general conscription law 
is also to be put in torce in that country. 

We could name many other reasons, but 
these will suffice tor the present to demon 
strate that the emigration from Germany 
will be rather increased than decreased by 


thao, Th t this emioratie= ~-4) &- 
directed mainly to our shores is also moet 


probable. There is hardly a town, village 
or district im Germany that has not sent 
some of its inhabitants to the United 
States. They are in direct communication 
with their iriends in their native land, who 
obtain is this manner authentic informa- 
tion in regard to the wealth of our country 
and the chances it offers to laboring men. 
Besides. this country, by the interest its 
German population has taken in the war 
going on over the water, and by the prac- 
tical manner in which it bas demonstrated 
this interest, has no longer the appearance 
ot an utterly foreign country tor the 
Germans, who expect to meet here a popu- 
lation a great part of which 18 speaking 
their Own tongue. These causes, we 
doubt not, will swell the numbers ot 
Germans emigrating to this country in the 
next few years to a higher figure than 
ever before.

THE HOUSE OF REFUGE, 


An Abstract of the Fifth Annual 
Report. 


AN ENCOURAGING EXHIBIT. 


We have just received the Fifth Annual Report 
of the manegers of the Louisville House of 
Refuge, fer the year ending December 31, 187¥, 
and notice with pleasure the institution contin- 
ues to accomplish the purposes for which it was 
intended In a manner satisfactory to those uader 
whose immediate supervision it is conducted. A 
most healthful symp’om is that, while there is @ 
cheerful and thankful acknowledgement of the 
success of their labors by the workers in reclaim- 
ing the vicious, they do not consider that they 
have attained the highest possibile result, or that 
they may now be content to pursue their ceurse 
without striving after a higher standard. 

The President in bis report notices the fact 
that there were more deaths among the inmates 
during the past year (han during the year imme- 
diately preceding. He thinks, however, that 
taking into consideration tne location of the 
house, the pumber and character of the inmates, 
and their manner of life before entering the in- 
stitution, the health of the institution has been 
remarkabiy good. He is pleased to say that the 
Louisville House of Refuge compares favorably 
in every respect with houses of a similar char- 
acter ip Pittsburg. Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Washington, New York, Boston, Ohio, Michigan, 
and Illimoia, which he had visited last year in 
company with the Superintendent. tor the pur- 
pose of witnessing their management and work- 
ing. All these bad, however, more commodious 
buildings. and were not so much crowded far 
room. For the present high standing and 

of the house, he thinks 
much credit its due the Superintendent 
and hi« estimable wife. To the ladies and gen- 
tlemen who had faitbfully assisted in conducting 
the Sunday-school, he gives warm thanks, as 
also to the ministers of the different denomina- 
tious, who had frequently visited the house, and 
he extends 8 cordial invitation to citizens gener- 
ally to visit the institution. After acknowledg- 
ing the care and attention of Dr. J. Goodman, he 
concludes by invoking Divine care over the 
youth and their guirdians,thatthey might be 
all finally prepared to mee’ in ‘*that house not 
made with hands, eternal in the heavens.’’ 

Prom the Superintendent’s report we learn 
that the whole number admitted during (he year

They must become hewers of 
wood and Crawers 01 water, street-scavengers, 
SeWer-diggers, Or stone-breakers. To wiiling- 
ness of labor, then, they endeayor to join the 
power. He hold-, that every boy who is of 
SUUUU Wild and bojr, and ix of tweoive vr Teure 
teen Fears Of age, and has suitable work pro- 
vided for his vears, and the resuits of his labor 
properiy direc\ed, -o that he obtains the full 
benent of all the force be has expended, can 
earn enougo '0 feed and ciothe and give himself 
& common school educa ion, «specially when 
provided with a free bouse, sud fed from a 
wholesale table. The boys in the shve depart- 
meot have demonstrated this peyoud a doubt, 
and have earned pearly one-third ‘be expenses. 

In the Fic re! departmeat the boys have culti-

Food wholesome and in abuodacce was provided, 
and ciothing comfortabie and suitable to the 
seasou. The regular tax levied upon the city 
when the tinstl u'ion ws first establisbed, con- 
tinues to nor only cover expenses bul leaves 
thousands of doliars tu the treasury. 

Ip the reformatcry department are too fre 
quentiy to be endured disappointed bopes, 
blighted prospects ata — faitures. Yet the 
Superintendent can fu hing to blame tn ali 
of the reformatory furces at bis command. He 
this states the manne: in which the meacs em- 
ploved are fru-trated: Fifty-four of the boys that 
had been released were sent out atthe earaest 
solicitation of parents and friends, independent 
of their conduct or charac'er.or stay, or parents, 
orbome. A spirit of r stiessness and dissatlsfac- 
tion was the result. The energy and strength of 
the mind of those remaining, that ought to have 
been used in self-improvement, were wasted 
away in devising ways and means to Induce tbetr 
parents to restore their liberty. Those without 
parents or friends to intercede soon considered 
theirs Was an unequal contest,anda resolvedina 
spirit of doggedness to await the ac'ion of fate. 

The remedy proposed is to retain a boy sent to 
the Hcuse of Refuge until he ts of age, and disre- 
gard ali considerations, all”"beseechings, all peti- 
tions fora boy, excepting that of equity, ju-tice, 
philanthr: py, patriotivm, religion, the good of 
the boy. the cls, the citizens, and thefCommou- 
wealth, before he should have the privilege of a 
discharge according to law. This Involved two 
things—Orst, a knowledge of the boy's character, 
formed wi hin; and second, the home tato which 
the boy isto enter without. The fret can only 
be obtaiped from the records of (the fustitution; 
the 2eeona cuby by tnquiry from without. As to 
the former, he would recommend that a «ystercw 
of grades, simple in their character, be estab- 
li: bed and recognized as to the fitness of a boy to 
be televsed. The rule of action governing 
yeupger children might be different. As 
to their homes, he would recommend that 
the city be aivided into nine districts, a 
district for each director, Whose duty it would be 
to ascertain the character éf a home a boy ts 
about to enter when he leaves us, and also to 
keep himself advised as to the conduct and gen- 
eral tendency of the child, and to ald, counsel 
and encourage him whenever it was pecessary. 
By granting him, also, a conditional or tempora- 
ry release, be could order his return to the in- 
etitution whenever, in his judgment, the boy re- 
quired it, and not wait till he ts apprehended by 
an officer of the court. He would also recom- 
meno that parents, upon satisfactory proof, 
should have the privilege of committing their 
child to the di-cipiine of the insti ution without 
bring compel ed to take them to the court. 

The schoo! report gives the total num‘’er that 
received ftno@ruction during the yeur ai 248. A 
thorough English education is imparted to all, 
and seyeralof the more advanced bogs have 
been receiving instrué@tion in Latin and algebra, 
in which branches they have anade very credita- 
able prosress. 

The tncreesing désire for knowledge, says the 
Principal, Which many have exhibited, (ne bab- 
its of industry engendered, the habitual respect 
fom the authorities and laws of the Institution, 
and, in no' a few cases, the cheerful and stficere 
piety which prevails, are all calculated to lospire 
us “lib renewed zeal in this great reformatory 
enterpri-e, assured that if our efforts are in har- 
mont With Goo's will, his biessing will be 
youchsated to us & the end.

THE WORKMEN AROUSED. 


Hanrrrspure, Pa., March 9 —The first test 
vote in the Legislature in the contest be- 
tween the miners and the railroad compaoy 
operations was taken ycsterda} afternoon in 
the Senate.
